Hon. Joseph H. Manley, ch airman, etc., Augus­ 
ta, M e.: 
My Dear Sir: 
Not being able, for reasons 
wh ich I h ave explained to you, to deliver public 
speech es in th is present campaign, I take th e 
liberty of subm itting my views on th e issues 
wh ich I regard as being strongest for th e re ­ 
publicans to urge before th e people. 
Th e issue of th e greatest consequence is th e 
tariff on foreign im ports and it will continue to 
be until a settlem ent is effected by a m ajority so 
large th at it will be tantam ount to general ac- 
quiescenca 
Th e republicans are aggressive on 
th is subject Two years ago th ey passed a 
general enactm ent known as th e McKinley 
tariff, wh ich for a time failed to m eet with 
popular 
approval and 
was regarded with 
a 
certain 
degree 
of 
distrust 
by 
tbose 
wh o h ad always uph eld th e protective sjnstem. 
But a powerful reaction h as come in conse­ 
quence of th e vindication of th e McKinley tariff 
by experience 
It is found to h ave worked ad­ 
mirably and with in th e last year h as produced 
a greater volume of business internal and ex­ 
ternal, export and import, th an th e United 
States ever transacted before 
Notwith standing th e ch aracter and extent of 
th e opposition to it, agriculture is rem unerative, 
m anufactures are prosperous and commerce Is 
more flourish ing th an at any previous time, 
th us vindicating th e McKinley tariff by an im­ 
pressive and undeniable series of facts. 
Against th is tariff th e democratic party h ag 
taken a position alm ost w ith out parallel in th e 
h istory of th e country. Th ey reject entirely 
th e doctrine of protection, pronounce It a fraud 
and anath em atize it generally.

f Flowers in S.)uth Carolina were not of a more 
eoinpreh ensh .o ch aracter th an th ose contem- 
ph v:r I in th e democratic resolution of 1892. 
Th e (iomoerats are in th e h abit of naming Jef­ 
ferson as th e founder of th eir party, and yet, 
on th e subject of tariff, th ey are in radical op­ 
position to th e principles laid down by Jeffer­ 
son.

minor degree in Australia, France and Ger­ 
many, all in exch ange for th e articles wh ich we 
h ad intended to gratuitously adm it 
Th e form of th e McKinley law is larger In th e 
number of free articles and In th e aggregate 
amount of th eir im port value th an th e dutiable 
list. W h at w'ould h ave been th e result to th e 
United States if every article before it was put 
on th e free list h ad been made th e subject of 
inquiry to .see wh at we could get In exch ange 
for it. 
We om itted to do so for many years and th at 
neglect h as cost th e governm ent advantages in 
trade wh ich would h ave amounted to tens of 
millions o f doliara 
Th is is th e wh ole of th e reciprocity sch eme. 
It is very plain and very sim ple 
I t secures a 
valuable trade in exch ange for articles oth er­ 
wise destined to be nut on th e free lis t Th e 
democratic party th ink th ey can discredit th is 
and th ey make th e effort apparently for th e 
reason th at th ey did not originate it. 
W ith all its calam ities th e war brough t us 
one great blessing—national currency. Th ere 
are m any wh o will say th at it was worth th e 
cost of th e war to bring about so auspicious 
a result to capital and labor.

If sta ts banks be adopted and 
their circulation attakm a large issue no device 
could be more deadly for the deception and de­ 
spoilment of all the commercial and labortngr 
classes. How the democratic convention came» 
to make such a declaration, who was Its sutbor, 
what intelligent purpose w a eln it, wiU remain 
a mystery. 
1 have heard the argument adduced that wo 
would keep the monsy a t home if sta te banks 
were instituted, but we should keep it home be­ 
cause It would be so worthless that nobody would 
take it abroad. Were the system of sta te banks 
revived we would again have discounts a t the 
state lines, lajqirs charges for drafts on financial 
contracts and genend suspicion of every bill 
offered in payment, with a liquidation every 
few years that would be a destructive loss to 
the innocent holders of bills and corresponding 
profit to the parties owning the banks. 
The three issues which I have given are the 
issues upon which 1 would arraign the demo> 
cratic party. 
I would not multiply issues nor be diverted 
by our opponents from a steadfast adherence to 
and constant production of those questions un­ 
til every voter is made to know and understand 
their true and weighty significance.

During the m onth of A ugust our corre­ 
spondents report th a t threshing ha s 
been done in 108 of 106 counties of the 
stette and th a t the a vera ge yield of 
w hea t per acre reported by threshers 
up to Septem ber 1 is a s follow s: 
£ Ia stem belt, fourteen bushels per 
acre; centra l belt, tw enty bushels per 
acre, 
and 
w estern 
belt, seventeen 
bushels per acre. 
The a ctua l yield of 
w hea t a s show n by threshers’ reports is 
higher tha n the estim a te of a m onth 
ago. 
Should the ba la nce of the crop 
yet to be threshed yield equaUy w ell 
the tota l w inter w hea t product w ill b# 
increased over the previous estim a te 
near 5,000,000 bushels, m a king a tota l 
w inter w hea t product for the sta te of 
a bout 70,000,000 bushels. 
The a vea ge yield of oa ts per a cre as 
reported by threshers w ere a s follows: 
For the ea stern belt, tw enty-six bush­ 
els; centra l belt, thirty-five 
bushels; 
w estern 
belt, tw enty-eigh t 
bushela 
This, too, show s a higher yield per adre 
tha n w a s reported a m onth a go a nd the 
a ggrega te a m ount of oa ts for the sta te 
w ill be considera bly increa sed over the 
previous estim a te. 
The ea rly pa rt of A ugust the com 
crop in m ony portions of the sta te w a s 
seriously da m a ged by dry a nd intensely 
hot weather. 
Our correspondents re­ 
port the a vera ge condition of com for 
the sta te nine points low er tha n a 
month a go ha ving reduced the estim a te 
from 77 to 68 per cent, of a n a vera ge 
crop. 
This fa llin g in the com crop 
is due not w holly to w ea ther condi­ 
tions 
but in 
many ca ses 
to m eth­ 
ods of 
culture. 
Thorough 
and 
in­ 
telligen t cultiva tion our correspondents 
sa y ha s been a ttended w ith more pro* 
nounced success tha n usua l this yea r 
w hile the la ck of it ha s been more dis­ 
astrous tha n usua l. Fields are reported 
which w ill yield forty to fifty bushels 
per acre w hile others in the sa m e loca l­ 
ity reported practicaUy worthless, w ith

Another industry that has been 
practically created by the M cKinley 
bill is the making of pearl buttons. 
Few 
articles 
coming 
to us from 
abroad were so distinctly the prod­ 
uct of starvation wages.— President 
flarrisoffs Letter o f Acceptance. 
Commenting on the above the 
St. Louis Chronicle, an independent 
paper, says that in Vienna, the cen­ 
ter of the industry before the pas­ 
sage of the M cKinley bill, workmen 
earned from $2.75 to $4 per week, 
using foot-power lathes and work­ 
ing in the slow methods of their 
grandfathers. 
Since the M cKinley 
bill passed the industry has been 
transferred to American penitentia­ 
ries, where steam power is used, 
where the work is rapidly performecl 
and where the labor cost is from 
$2.55 to $2.70 per week per man 
employed. 
And sixty per cent of 
the pearl button makers employed 
in Europe prior to June, 1890, are 
now in America looking for work in 
competition with the convicts, or in 
unskilled lines. 
T’his having been brought about 
it is mete that we wear out our mar­ 
row bones in thanksgiving for the 
special 
providence

known as the protecting wing of the 
rcptd)lican party.

possess curious acoustic prrqierties. 
Then there is the “ filled” drinking 
vessel on the 
stage.

young, I was often lost in wonder
